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The wording of an Associated Students, 
Inc., memo has caused confusion for the Chil- 
dren’s Center Parent Advisory Committee. PAC 
says the memo gives both Associate Director Pat 
Worley and PAC the responsibility of finding 
and implementing a solution to the closing of the 
Center’s evening program. 

ASI says the intent of the legislation is clear: 
Worley’s role is to provide support for PAC by 
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looking into the legalities 
of solutions that it proposes. 
; ‘We don’t want to su- 
percede PAC,” said ASI 
President Jason Bryant. 

The memo from Bryant, 
approved by ASI on Sept. 
27, has two motions. The first charges the Chil- 
dren’s Center Parent Advisory Committee with 
making recommendations to the Board of Di- 
rectors concerning the Children’s Center pro- 
gram. It also asks that the PAC establish a bud- 
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The Faculty 
Senate. passed an 
amendment to the 
Grade Appeals 
Process at its Oct. 
p19 meeting. 

The process 
has undergone amendments in the 
aetilty Executive Committee as well 
as in the Academic Policies Commit- 
tee. 

Tom Krabacher, chair of the Aca- 
demic Policies Committee, brought 
the amendment to the floor at the Fac- 
iiity Senate. 

“This calls for Anita Hall’s office, 
instead of Associated Students, Inc., to 
generate the list, and when the de- 
partment needs it, to take random 
names,” Krabacher said. 

With this new amendment, Uni- 
versity Admissions and Records will 
produce a list of 200 randomly-iden- 
tified upper division students and 200 


randomly-identified graduate students 
in each college department. 

When it is necessary to process 
grade~appeals, the department-chair 
will randomly select four prospective 
student panel members from the ap- 
propriate list and inform the student 
and the faculty member of the names 
of the potential panel members. 

The faculty member and the stu- 
dent will then have 48 hours to chal- 
lenge any one name on the list for 
any reason. 

The first unchallenged name will 
be the student panel member and the 
other unchallenged students will be 
alternates. 

This amendment takes the selec- 
tion process out of the hands of ASI, 
which until recently took part in the 
process. 

California State Student Associa- 
tion Chair Shaun Lumachi and ASI 
President Jason Bryant said that ASI 
“supports the motion.” 

“We hope that this will streamline 
the process,” Krabacher said.

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Faculty Senate adopts pledge 
to support unity on campus 


'NoaH Dye | 
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The Faculty Senate adopted the 
pledge, “Our Campus Community 
Commitment To Unity” at its October 
19 meeting. Professor Cecil E. Can- 
ton wrote the pledge “‘to reflect upon 
the common values, goals and aspira- 
tions that the campus will share for the 
year of unity and beyond.” 

“Unity is important to this univer- 
sity,’ Canton said. “This proposal is 
about common beliefs about who we 
are and who we can be as a university.” 

Canton describes in his pledge “‘that 
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members of Sacramento State ac- 
knowledge that the main purpose of 
this community is education, including 
teaching and learning, academic 
achievement, social development, per- 
sonal growth and a commitment to the 
valuing of diversity.” 

Monday, Oct. 16, was the day iden- 
tified for initiating the campus “Year of 
Unity.” Events planned for that day in- 
cluded a lecture by the grandson of the 
late Mahatma Ghandi, Arun Ghandi. 

This motion by Canton came to the 
Faculty Senate with a unanimous en- 
dorsement from the Executive Com- 
mittee.

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Over 500 students have participat- 
ed in a special testing program for 
chlamydia, a sexually-transmitted dis- 
ease. 

The testing is free through the 
Chlamydia Screening Education and 
Treatment project, a 30-month project 
that will run through May 2002. 

Sacramento County has one of the 
highest rates of infection for the disease, 
and the Sacramento State Health Cen- 
ter received a $510,000 grant to study, 
treat and educate students about 
chlamydia. 

“As much as 75 to 85 percent of 
women who have the disease do not 


have symptoms, but, if left untreated, 

the disease leads to infertility later in 
life,” said Health Center Director Lau- 
rie Bisset Grady. “People can have the 
disease for years without knowing it.” 

Bisset Grady attributed this partly to 
a lack of publicity and general knowl- 
edge. While people are very familiar 
with such STDs as HIV, they do not 
know as much about chlamydia, she 
said. 

However, the program has been 
well received, said Bisset Grady. As 
of Friday, she said that 517 people had 
been tested, and 3 percent, or approx- 
imately 15 people, had tested positive 
for the disease. 

If a student’s test is negative, no 
further action is taken. Those who do

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test positive are notified through a con- 
fidential telephone call. They are then 
asked to return to the site where they 
took the test to receive treatment. 

“The treatment is free and is just 
one dose of four pills,” Bisset Grady 
said. 

The program rotates among Sac 
State, Sacramento City College, Co- 
sumnes River College and American 
River Community College, spending at 
least two days a week on each campus. 

In order to maintain privacy, the 
testing site is a plain folding table that 
moves to various sites on campus. 

“We chat with the students, get their 
history and give them a cup in a small 
paper bag,” Bisset Grady said.

petition in response to Pro-Life rally

The Women’s Resource Center has 
formed a petition for the University 
and set up a booth in the Library quad 
in response to the Pro-Life rally that 
took place on Oct. 17. 

The petition is an attempt to rec- 
ommend that the university review its 
policies involving the material that can 
be displayed and handed out in on- 
campus protests. 

The protest sparking this petition 
featured pictures of fetuses that were 
aborted as late as the third trimester of 
a pregnancy, according to Natalie 
Thomas, one of the booth attendants 


legal counsel. This procedure has also 
been approved by state courts and the 
Supreme Court. If Hall wishes to car- 
ry his objection to the law, he has the 
normal recourse in the courts.” 

Lustig also pointed out to the Sen- 
ate that this was not a major problem. 

“There are real dangers to faculty 
rights today, but they don’t come from 
agency fees,” Lustig said. 

Journalism professor Michael 
Fitzgerald also spoke in opposition to 
the motion. 

“T don’t want to get into this fight,” 
Fitzgerald said. “This is a CFA and 
MOU issue, and I prefer that we turn 
down the amended motion.” 

The Faculty Senate voted 22-10 to 
deny Professor Hall’s motion for 
amendment. 
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from the Women’s Resource Center. 
“They want us to think that is what 
is going on,” Thomas said. 


Center, such late abortions are only al- 
lowed in special circumstances. 
“There was some misinformation 
that was being circulated,” said Patri- 
cia Grady, coordinator of the Women’s 
Resource Center. 
Sugiyama said that this petition is 
not intended to circumvent free speech.

Last Tuesday’s protest by anti-abor- 
tion activists — and the response of a 
pro-choice group on Thursday — showed 
students just how strong their right to free 
speech on the Sac State campus is. 

No matter how distasteful, objec- 
tionable — and inaccurate — the infor- 
mation distributed and displayed by anti- 
abortion activists was, the protestors are 
still protected under the First Amend- 
ment of the Constitution, and are com- 
pletely allowable here on campus. 

All people, including those with mi- 
nority or unpopular views, are entitled to 
state them — and that also includes lying. 

On Thursday, pro-choice activists 
came to campus with a petition designed 
to keep anti-abortion protests like the 
one on campus last week from happen- 


to the large poster-sized photos of fe- 
tuses and also to what many believe 
was purposefully inaccurate informa- 
tion. The petition — if accepted by the 
University -- would have set up a form 
of prior restraint on the basis of content, 
which is not legal and which the State 
Hornet, on philosophical grounds, would 


oppose. iY 
he pro-choice petitioners’ desires to 
restrict free speech underscores the need 


for people to understand that the First 
Amendment applies to groups on both 
sides of an issue. 

However, even though the anti-abor- 
tion pros legally have the right to 
display their signs and et the State 
Hornet believes that the message the 

rotesters were trying to convey was 


disturbing photos. Their point could 
have been made better had they not ap- 
proached the issue with the intent of 
shocking unsuspecting students on their 
wey to class. The tactics of the group not 
only hurt their cause, but it made them 
the focus of the wrath of some severely. 
angry students. 

nderstandably, people are angry and 
outraged, but that is no reason to over- 
react. And a petition designed to re- 
strict free speech is exactly that — over- 
reacting. 

Sac State students are fortunate that 
their campus is content blind when it 
comes to allowing free speech. Let's 
keep it that way. There is no reason that 
the rights of all should be restricted be- 
cause one group doesn’t like another

— for the police, the county, the 
emergency medical teams, all the 
public agencies paid to save her 
from suicide. 

Just then a city bus driver, lum- 
bering by on his regular bus route, 
stopped, reached out of his folding 
door and grabbed the woman's 
coat, hauling her into the bus and 
safety. 

While most of us would hail 
him as a hero, he wasn’t, really. 
He just did what the dozens of 
others who had driven by should 
have done. 

You can, too.

planations about how the first horses 
and cattle arrived in the New World, al- 
though “first” is a relative term. Colum- 
bus is generally credited with bring- 
ing the animals in his second voyage, 
in 1494, when he offloaded 24 stal- 
lions and 10 mares along with an un- 
known number of cattle on the north 
coast of Hispaniola. Horses are be- 
lieved to have roamed North America 
many thousands of years previous but 
became extinct during one of the ice 
ages. 

Within a few years, cattle were be- 
ing raised on many other islands in the 
Caribbean, with many going wild and 
becoming the targets of hunters, not 
herdsman.

ee Wallflowers come out bare- 
boned and uninhibited with 
their latest record, “Breach,” where 
the soulful ballads and bluesy classic 
guitar are both finger tapping and beau- 
tifully refined.

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Cowboy:

About this same time, Indians be- 
gan selling smoked cattle meat to pass- 
ing ships, using wooden racks or 
frames called “‘bocanes,” from which 
the term boucanier sprang, later an- 
glicized to buccaneer. 

Cowboy Culture is neatly divided in 
sensible chronological chapters such as 
“The Spanish Roots, The Texian Cul- 
ture, and Trail Herds to Railheads,”’ 
making it possible to take the book in 
easy reading doses. But to get the full 
effect, readers should start with page 
one and drive their way through or 
face losing critical details needed for 
understanding some issues. 

Many myths are exploded in Cow- 
boy Culture, including the popular no- 
tion that all cowboys even owned guns, 
let alone were proficient in their use, al- 
though by the 1880s, many cowboys 
(many of whom were not really in the 
cattle business) considered themselves 
undressed without a pistol on their 
hips. 

While Dary doesn’t focus much 
on firearms, Cowboy Culture does of- 
fer glimpses of how influential the in- 
ventions of percussion rifles and re- 
volvers were. 

The first revolvers produced by 
Samuel Colt, Dary notes, were actually 
five shots — not six — and became the 
famous “Six Shooter” when Colonel 
Samuel Walker of the Texas Rangers 
asked Colt to make a heavier weapon.

Eastern Wash- 
ington fell to 4-4 and 3-2 in the Big 
Sky. 

“This was a really big win. We all

In the win, Sac State’s senior run- 
ning back Charles Roberts rushed for 
90 yards on 22 carries, and he scored 
one touchdown.

Volek 
believes that Roberts’ production has 
not dropped off, although his rushing 
yards have dipped compared to previ- 
ous years.

Soccer defeats Cal Poly

After six consecutive losses, 
Sac State was able to stop its los- 
ing streak with a non-conference 
home win over Cal Poly 1-0 on 
Sunday afternoon. 

The win, which followed 
Thuisday’s 4-1 loss to San Jose 
State, put the Hornets’ record at 5- 
9-1 for the year and 0-5 in con- 
ference play going into the team’s 
final three games of the season. 

“This (Sunday’s win) was a 
very important game,” head coach 
Michael Linenberger said. “If we 
lose this game, we probably lose 
our last three games. We need to 
make sure we are improving.” 

In the victory, Sac State’s Dan- 
ny Gehm was able to find the back 
of the opposition’s net with just 
two minutes gone in overtime, for 
the game-winning goal. Gehm 
also scored the game-winning 
goal in the overtime victory 
against Santa Clara in the season 
opener. 

That goal was a welcome 
sight, not only because it won the 
game, but because it got the Sac 
State players out of the windy 
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conditions. The wind caused both 
teams to change their game plan. 

“We were very concerned 
coming in,” Linenberger said. 
“We had to play a skillful game in 
the wind.” 

With less than 15 minutes re- 
maining, the game looked to be in 
jeopardy for the Hornets, when 
Cal Poly had a chance to break 
the 0-0 stalemate. But the shot de- 
flected off the side bar of the goal. 
Cal Poly was able to nudge the 
ball off of the reflection into the 
net, but the side judge called off- 
sides on Cal Poly, eliminating the 
goal. 

Linenberger thought that the 
call was good, but Cal Poly’s 
coach felt the goal should have 
been good. 

“Their coach was hot about it 
(offsides penalty), I disagree,” 
Linenberger said. “The linesman 
had courage to call it off late.” 

“Give our guys some credit,” 
Linenberger said. “I am pleased 
with their courage.” 

Thursday night’s game against 
San Jose State was a different sto- 
ry, as Sac State lost 4-1. 

San Jose State, one of the top- 
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ranked soccer programs in the 
country, is the lone undefeated 
Division I soccer team in the na- 
tion. 

Sac State was able to hold 
them to a 1-0 lead after the first 
half, but the Trojans were able to 


put three more goals on the score- 
board in the second half. 
“We felt we had a good game 


plan, but every single player (on 
our team) would’ve had to have 
played good to great games,” 
Linenberger said. 

After three games without 
scoring a goal, Sac State was able 
to put the ball through the net, 
when in the 75th minute, Sean 
Luigs scored and helped Sac State 
avoid the shutout. Linenberger 
was gratified that it was able to 
score against San Jose State, 
which has only given up three 
goals all season. 

“T am pleased we scored 
against San Jose State,” Linen- 
berger said. “That’s the best team 
that we played this year.” 

The Sac State soccer team will 
be idle until Sunday, when it will 
travel to Fresno State for an MPSF 
conference game.

Alcohol not permitted at game

Davis Campus Police, along 
with members of the Sacra- 
mento City Police Department, 
are working to ensure that the 
battles occur on the field and 
not in the stands at the Oct. 28 Causeway Classic. 

“We're not trying to crackdown, necessari- 
ly,” said UC Davis Assistant Athletic Director 
Bob Bullis. “I just want to make sure that this 
game comes off very smoothly.” 

This year’s game will be hosted by UC Davis 
but held at Hughes Stadium at Sacramento City 
College. This is because Hughes Stadium can 
accommodate 22,000 people, nearly 10,000 more 
than Davis’ Toomey Field. 

Since the event is a home game for Davis, 
the Aggies will be running the show, from the 
gate to the concessions, although Sacramento 
City College will supply extra security. 

UC Davis hosted the Causeway Classic at

Hughes Stadium in the early nineties and Bullis 
has not forgotten what happened. 

“At that time we didn’t have control over the 
parking lots and some people got a little out of 
control. They were mostly alcohol related inci- 
dents,” Bullis said. 

There should be no such incidents this year 
since there will be no alcohol permitted inside or 
outside the gates. UC Davis is a dry campus and 
does not allow alcohol at any of its sporting events 
and a city ordinance prohibiting open containers 
of alcohol will be enforced. 

Tailgating will be allowed at the game, how- 
ever there are some restrictions. Only one vehicle 
will be allowed per parking space and no barbe- 
cues or coolers will be allowed in the parking 
lots. In addition, all fans attending the game will 
be subject to search upon entering the gate. 

The restrictions may seem harsh, but they 
come on the heels of last year’s tragedy. [Twen- 
ty-one-year-old] Steven Fowler suffered a severe

This year’s Causeway Classic will be held at 
2 p.m., but Bullis said the reason for the afternoon 
start is because of the weather and not security re- 
lated. 

“When we get into October around here, the 
nights start to get pretty cool and afternoon games 
are a lot more comfortable,” Bullis said. “It should 
be a beautiful day.” 

The parking around Hughes Stadium only ac- 
commodates about 2,000 cars, so not everyone 
will be able to find a space in the lots around the 
stadium.
